British Sink 5 Italian Warships, Battle 


England Wins 
Victory With 
None Wounded 


‘2 Missing Planes’ Only 
Loss Reported by 
Royal Navy.

LONDON, March _ 30. 
Britain’s fleet, finally getting 
an Italian force within range 
of its big guns, sank five more 
Fascist warships in its great- 
est naval triumph of the war, 
but again came to dreaded 
blows with France, a former 
ally, the admiralty announc- 


ed tonight. 

Three of the Italian ships claimed | 
by the admiralty were 10,000- ne 
cruisers—the sister ships Fiume, 
Pola and Zara—and two were a 
destroyers Vincenzo Gioberto and 
Maestrale. 

With its customary reserve, 
Britain’s naval high command 
gave only the barest details of 
the great sea and air battle which 
swept the eastern Mediterranean 
from Friday until today. 

But, calling the sinkings all that 
have been confirmed “so far,” it 
hinted that the total reckoning 
may climb still higher. 

Fragmentary British air and 
naval bulletins Saturday had list-

Few Details Available. 

Just where or how the Italian 
ships were sent to the bottom, the 
brief, matter-of-fact communique 
did not tell. 

But, according to its account, 
not one British sailor even was 
wounded. 

“No casualties or damage were 
sustained by His Majesty’s ships 
throughout the recent operations,” 
the communique said, and Brit- 
gin’s only cost was two warplanes 
“not yet accounted for.” 

Elated admiralty officials said 
they were astonished at the low 
price Admiral Sir Andrew B. Cun- 
ningham’'s forces had to pay for 
slicing three more first-line fight- 
ing ships from Italy’s already bad- 
ly dented sea forces and could not 
recall when such a feat ever had 
been accomplished before.

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What of Sweden? 

Sweden’s foreign policy in the past year has 
remained more or less obscure, with a con- 
tinence of expression unusual in the type of 
democracy and independence created in the 
Scandinavian countries, but necessary and wise 
under the circumstances. 

Recently, however, the American-Scandina- 
vian Review printed an article by Osten Unden, 
chancellor of the Swedish Universities, which 
provides some insight into the contemporary 
thought of Swedish leaders and the reasoning 
behind the actions of the government. It is 
not only a clear-cut expression of Sweden’s 
desires, but it is impelling in its rejection of the 
strange concepts of international relationships 
embodied in the Hitler philosophy. It ends on 
a note of cheer, a note in which this Swedish 
leader looks forward to the day when Danish 
and Norwegian friends will again be free men. 
Indeed, he seems to feel they still are free to- 
day, because they have not yielded their cul- 
ture; because the “special Danish individual- 
ity” cannot be extinguished or transformed; 
because “behind the Quisling regime stands the 
army of occupation as the only reason for its 
existence.” 

Basically, Professor Unden views Swedish 
policy from the standpoint that “it is self-evi- 
dent Sweden will have greater opportunities 


to make contributions of value both to our- 


selves and our northern neighbors if we are 
able in the future, as in the past, to remain 
outside the war. The main task of our govern- 
ment is, therefore, to maintain peace, a peace 
without surrender, a peace with continued self- 
respect and honor.” : 

During the Russian-Finnish fighting, Swe- 
den gave the Finns a measure of assistance 
under the convenient terminology of “‘benevo- 
lent neutrality.” In the instance of Norway, 
this ‘benevolence’ was not extended because, 
the professor asserts, the warfare was of a dif- 
ferent caliber in that it could be viewed only 
as an attempt of Germany to gain new bases 
for war against England; in other words, as 
an extension of the contest between two great 


world powers.

Mightier Than Guns 

Americans have learned more than one 
precious lesson from the horror-spattered 
pages of European history in the last few years. 
Not all of our learning has been on the mili- 
tary side. There are indications that we have 
also gleaned from the struggle some urgent 
pointers regarding our “inner defense,” that 
cohesion and unity among the population 
which has proved itself of even greater im- 
portance than bombers, destroyers and long- 
range guns. 

In many of the former democracies of Eu- 
rope, Jews, Catholics and Protestants stood 
aloof from each other, often the prey of sus- 
picion and distrust which their common enemy 
lost no opportunity to multiply. Divided by 
misunderstanding, each fell victims to pagan, 
totalitarian forces. Profiting by the lesson, 
American religious leaders are saying, “It must 
not happen here.” 

Without sacrificing any of their individual 
beliefs, the leaders of religion in the United 
States are displaying an increased eagerness 
to organize a common front against hatred and 
prejudice, their common enemies. One of the 
most interesting and significant examples of 
this increased desire for amity is the current 
publication of a volume, “The Religions of 
Democracy,” written in collaboration by three 
religious scholars, Protestant, Catholic and Jew. 

The authors—Dr. William Adams Brown, of 
the Union Theological Seminary; Father J. El- 
liott Ross, prominent Catholic preacher and 
former professor of moral theology at Catholic 
University, and Dr. Louis Finkelstein, presi- 
dent of the Jewish Theological Seminary— 
make no effort to argue the merits of one 
religion against the other. Each one endeavors 
to give readers a clear and simple exposition of 
the principal beliefs, creeds and practices of 
each religion. : 

If the book serves to clear up some of the 
petty prejudices and misunderstandings about 
each of the three faiths, that in itself will be 
a notable accomplishment. If it helps to de- 
velop understanding among Americans for the 
opinion and beliefs of others of different re- 
ligious faith, the country can add the result to 
its major assets on the balance sheet of na- 


tional defense.

State Trade Barriers 
Maine and North Carolina are 
now in a word battle which places in relief 
the whole question of interstate trade bar- 
riers. The Maine legislature is considering 
the imposition of taxes upon cigarets and 
other tobacco products. North Carolina 
warns that such a tax will call for retaliatory 
action against Maine potatoes for table use 
and seed stock. 
Thus is posed the unpleasant question of 
a growing tendency toward taxation of the 
products of other states and retaliatory ac- 
tion of the type threatened by North Caro- 
lina. Strangely enough, Georgia with its 
great tobacco-growing sections, cannot com- 
plain against the contemplated Maine ac-

The nature of this void is simple. The creaking govern 
machinery has been suddenly required to produte a treamnne 
quite abnormal head of power. It has badly needed a super-charger. 
to keep it up to the mark. Because the President has been too 
preoccupied with the endless routine of his office, no such super- 
charger has been created. But now, if all goes well, Hopkins’ 
central staff will be the super-charger, collecting data for presi- 
dential decisions on grand strategy, tackling war problems as they 
arise instead of when they become too acute to be ignored, and in 
general pushing the effort forward on a broad front. 


SUBJECT TO CHANGE The central staff’s history, to date, is 
brief. Having been the chief apostle 
of compromise in the President’s immediate circle, Hopkins suf- 
fered a complete conversion during his three weeks in Britain with 
Winston Churchill. Returning to this country a burning advocate 
of all-out aid for Britain, he wanted to help. Accordingly, when 
the President made the secretaries of state, treasury, war and navy 
a four-man war cabinet to administer the lease-lend law, he named 
Hopkins the war cabinet’s secretary. And even before the lease- 
lend law was enacted, Hopkins began to recruit assistants, borrow- 
ing a lawyer, Oscar Cox, an economist, George Haas, and an expert 
on British needs, Philip Young, all from the Treasury, and a mili- 
tary expert, Major General James H. Burns, from the War De- 
partment. 
= This quartet and Hopkins immediately started work with the 
plus-four committee,” as Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson nick- 
named the war cabinet. Together they drew up the rough British- 
American joint production schedule, arranged the transfers of war 
materials to Britain under the lease-lend law, and prepared the 
amor aid-Britain appropriation bill. Meanwhile the Presi- 
ea had conferred on them an even broader responsibility, asking 
€m to serve as generators of long-term war policy. For this pur- 
pose a permanent staff was obviously required. 
I want to keep everything fluid for awhile,” was Hopkins’ 
Siogan in the discussions of organization preceding his departure on 
the President’s vacation cruise. Nevertheless, subject to radical 
change by him, a tentative outline of the permanent staff’s organiza- 
tion had already emerged before he left. 

If the outline is followed, a small group of young officials— 
energetic, imaginative and experienced in war problems, as Cox is 
for example—will be the heart of the permanent staff. Relieved of 
routine duties, they will be the idea men, personal assistants and 
general secretariat of Hopkins and the plus-four committee. Then, 
working with them, will be a somewhat larger number recruited 
from the various departments concerned in the defense effort, 
chosen for their closeness to the departments’ heads, and charged 
with representing the departments on the central staff and the cen- 
tral staff in the departments. They will be the liaison men, tying 
the war effort together and pushing it forward everywhere. And 
finally, bringing the personnel of the central staff up to not more 
than fifty, there will be small legal and statistical divisions.

_ I was there early and late. And I talked with county commis. 
sioners, with farmers who are leaders in their communities; with 
sheriffs, with ordinaries and with others who held no public office 
but were there as representative men of their communities. 

I was asking about local reactions to the state administration, 
but without exception the conversations all got around and quickly, 
too, to strikes In national defense plants. 

They went like this: 

_ “My two boys are going. And they aren’t complaining. But 
if the men who are making the guns for them to shoot and the 
planes for them to fly are going to strike because there is an 
emergency, there is going to be trouble. The people in my section 
are aroused and angry and they want something done... ” 

Said another one—“]’ve been looking to the newspapers. Why 
don’t they write about this damnable thing? Why doesn’t the gov- 
ernment do something? My boy left last week. I told him to 
go. And if it took me I’d come, too. But let me tell you, I’m not 
going to stand by and let this go on. I’m going to write to Wash- 
ington and demand that George and Russell and the congressmen 
stop that striking. The country won’t stand for taking advantage 
of the country because the country is in trouble.” 

Said another: “Oh, the people are for Gene. But they aren't 
talking about Gene. If you want to know what the farmers are 
talking about, you go talk with them. They are talking about these 
strikes. If the boys are going and leaving their jobs because they 
have been told and believe the nation-is in danger, what right have 
these men to stop making munitions and planes?” 

So it went. These men were not owners of any stock in mills, 
They were not financially interested in any manufacturing plant. 

Without exception they were farmers or small business men or 
holders of minor county offices. They were reflecting, without 
doubt, their own feelings and that of their communities. 


“OUT OF THE NIGHT” Coming home, I tried to think it 

. | out. Less than anyone else, I re- 
fuse to believe there is danger of Communism in this country. I 
dislike those persons who try to obscure social controversies with 
cries of ‘‘Red.” 

Yet one must, if one reads at all, begin to question some few 
of the leaders in some, not all, of the strikes which have occurred. 

In the past year two high officials of labor were sent to jail 
only because they had been exposed by a crusading newspaperman 
Westbrook Pegler. His name is anathema to most liberals, yet it 
is a fact that without his exposing crusades those two men would 
have gone on as leaders, their corrupt and vicious past and present 
being overlooked. There are others with criminal records who 
nevertheless remain as leaders, and this is difficult to understand. 

In New York recently a transportation strike in the buses tied 
up New York for weeks. I know nothing of the merits of the strike 
which now has been settled. 

But the man who led it, who was the leader of the striking men 
bore an assumed name. He admittedly was a member of the Com- 
munist party under another name, and participated in its work 
for years in this country and in Europe. He broke with the party 
he said, when the Stalin-Hitler pact was made. But even so his 
entire instinct and directions are not of this country or its form 
of government. 

He and other leaders of certain unions in this country may be 
found named in a current best-seller, “Out of the Night.” I think 
all Americans ought to read it. It has perhaps a bit too much 
melodrama in it. It is horrible to read because of its stories. All 
the experiences related may not be those of one man, but of several. 
But the book and its reports have not been upset. It was written 
by a Communist who, like the leader of the New York bus strike 
has broken with the Communist party. He now is under arrest be- 
cause of admitted illegal entry into this country. The labor news- 
paper, PM, in New York, sent out a reporter who made an ex- 
haustive research and came back saying the book probably was 
essentially true. 


COMMUNISTIC PATTERN It names several men who were 


Communist leaders who now have 
become leaders of unions in this country. It is impossible to be- 
lieve they are honest leaders of the men they represent. It is 
impossible to believe they are not using the old familiar Com- 
oe patterns of strikes and sabotage to carry out their party 
orders. 

This does not mean the workers are Communists. Communism 
will not come to this country because relatively few Americans 
can think in that fashion. But if enough of the Communist leaders 
can find positions as labor leaders they willbe able to retard cere 
tain industries. 

There are only a few of these men at work. There are only a 
few strikes. Labor is, of course, loyal. That goes without saying, 
and it is foolish to think otherwise. There are only a few strikes.

What the people would like to do is to see labor clean its own 
house. And to look closely into the connections and motives of its 
few leaders with known Communistic records who are giving a bad 
name to the great army of loyal and patriotic labor leaders and 
their men.

EASTERN STANDARD TIME 
(From The Augusta Chronicle) 

To obtain the full benefits of Georgia’s new 
Eastern Standard time law it will require the 
full co-operation of everyone concerned. Mayor 
Roy-LeCraw, of Atlanta, set a good example for 
the type of co-operation which we mean in an- 
nouncing that the capital city would comply with 
the new statute, thus abolishing Central time in 
Atlanta. 

Atlanta’s slow time was responsible for most 
of the inconveniences cause” in the past to those 
living in the Eastern Stai..urd belt who made 
trips to and from the state capital. 

However, the new one-time system will be of 
no avail unless the transportation companies— 
the railroads, bus companies and air lines—change 
their schedules to Eastern Standard time in all 
parts of the state. They must await instruction 
from the Interstate Commerce Commission before 
changing to the new time, but such approval of 
the ICC is said to be automatic and subject to the 
wishes of the state legislatures. 

Thus it is expected that the transportation 
systems at an early date will comply with the new 
time law, and Georgia will enjoy the benefits of 
operating under one time all over the state.

ABOARD THE BRITISH SUB- 
MARINE PARTHIAN WITH THE 
BRITISH MEDITERRANEAN 
FLEET, March 30.—(4)—The Brit- 
ish submarine Parthian torpedoed 
two heavily laden Italian supply 
ships in a daring daylight attack 
On an enemy convoy near the 
edge of Italy’s toe. 

Creeping within close range in 
the Straits of Messina, the Par- 
thian banged away with torpedoes 
into a convoy of three ships and 
an escorting sloop, shoving three 
projectiles each into two vessels. 

The sharp metallic clang of tor- 
pedoes striking the sides of a 6,- 
000-ton supply ship and a 10,000- 
ton oil tanker was followed by 
heavy explosions which started the 
vessels toward the bottom. 


The Parthian plunged toward | 
the bottom to escape depth 
charges. | 

The skipper, Commander M. G. | 
Rimington, D. S. O., said some | 
depth charges came ‘‘too close for | 
comfort.” | 

The Parthian, already credited 
with sinking one Italian subma-_| 
rine off Tobruk, Libya, and three | 
merchantmen and scoring a hit 
on one Italian cruiser, launched 
her torpedoes at less than a mile 
distance when the convoy’ was 
rounding Italy’s toe in the straits. | 


“The convoy came out of the, 
straits in staggered fashion,’ Com- | 
mander Rimington said. 

“The convoy was just reforming | 
and tightening up the gap under 
the. protection of the sloop when 
we got the range and shoved three 
torpedoes at each of the twe larg- 
est convoyed ships. 

“A squadron of antisubmarine 
motorboats joined the sloop in the 
hunt for us within 20 minutes aft- 
er the first torpedo smashed.

Exposure of the naked skin to 
direct sunshine or to “skyshine,” 
that is, diffuse sunlight or sun- 
_ light reflected by walls, water, 
Sand even upon the skin in a 
shaded place, produces vitamin D. 
Invisible ultraviolet (not violet) 
rays of sunlight cause a chemical 
change in the fat-like substance 
called ergosterol which is normal- 
ly present in the skin and other 
tissues, converting it into viosterol, 
which is vitamin D. This viosterol 
(vitamin D) is then carried by the 
blood to all parts of the body 
where it is needed. This natural 
generation of vitamin D, which is 
essential for good health, normal 
growth and development, and the 
prevention of- not only constitu- 
tional defects or diseases such as 
rickets but also various functional 
ailments ‘and dental caries, is just 
one of several beneficial effects of 
exposure of the naked skin to sun- 
light. 

Probably it would matter little 
whether infant, child, youth or 


mature adult received any vitamin | 
D in food or as a supplement to) 


the diet if nudity were our na- 
tional custom or habit. Everyday 
exposure would insure vitamin D 
ration adequate for optimal nutri- 
tion. But even in the southwestern 
states, where most’ sunshine is 
available the year around the ma- 
jority of growing children present 
one or more signs of rickets, which 
doctors now accept as evidence of 
inadequate intake of vitamin D. 
This does not necessarily signify 
that sunshine-is not so healthful as 
we think it is. It merely goes to
